Two Killed Under Tent. 


York, July 19.—A Chautauqua tent, in 


which 700 persons were assembled at Dal- 
lastown, was torn from its moorings during 
a terrific windstorm at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon, killing two and injuring 14 others. 
Flung by the gale like a wisp of paper, the 
immense canvas was dropped in a mass of 
wreckage 40 feet away. Dr. E. S. Mann, 
a prominent physician of the borough, was 
held prisoner amid a tangle of electric 
wires. Before he could be reached by res- 
cuers he was shocked into unconsciousness. 
In addition, he sustained internal injuries 
and died shortly afterwards. R. Guy Hess, 
21 years old, running for safety, was caught 
under the falling centre-pole and fatally 
crushed. He died shortly after removal 
to his home. A cornet solo was engaging 
attention when the storm came with a 
rush. The snatching away of their cover- 
ing, the crash of*the falling poles and 
screams of frightened women threw the 


sible. On this patrol work 190 men will 
be placed at the start and the territory 
covered will extend through 46 counties.

Unexploded Shells a Source of 


Great Danger. 


Are Destroyed With Special Pains 


When They Are Discovered, But 


Undoubtedly Will Be Cause 


of Many Deaths. 


The unexploded shell is one of war's 


cruelest dangers, since It may kill or 
maim the Innocent and uuexpecting— 
perhaps years after the fighting is all 
over ana peace reigns in the land- 
Even when unexploded projectiles are 
seen and recognized as such, their re- 
moval or destruction is attended with 
great danger. Mr. H. Vigneron tells 
how the French army in the field la 
accustomed to deal with this element. 
He writes: 


"AH shells fired by artillery do not 


explode, perhaps because their fuses 
are not sensitive enough, or because 
the ground is too soft. It would seem 
that from this special point of view 
the prize must be awarded to the Ger- 
mans for the largest number of non- 
exploded shells. This is so true that 
soldiers on the march are afraid to 
ran across these shells and that, 
where the Germans have passed, care 
must be taken lest the wagons strike 
an unexploded shell with too violent 
a shock. The danger persists after 
the war is over; and, unfortunately, 
for long years we shall have to de- 
plore, from time to timp, the death of 
imprudent persons who have tried to 
'unscrew a fuse" or carry away an 
unexploded shell. 


"In fact, e^ery shell, even If its fuse 


is incapable of working and causing 
its explosion, is in a dangerous condi- 
tion. 


By «ie method of doing away with 


them the charge of explosive intended 
to burst the shell is placed on the 
projectile, parallel to its axis. . . . 
At the right and left piles of earth are 
made with the hands and joined over 
the top, pressing lightly on the part 
just over the charge to assure con- 
tact with the shell. . . . The fuse 
Is lighted and the soldier retires to a' 
distance of about 1,500 feet, or a less 
distance behind the earthwork. 


"If the shell is buried the excava- 


tion is cleaned out so as to disclose 
the butt of the projectile; and then, 
without touching the shell, a hole is 
made in the earth along its axis Into 
which the explosive charge is intro 
duced. . . . 


"When the shell to be dealt with 


Is charged with an explosive, such as 
melinite or cresylite, one exploder is 
generally sufficient to dispose of the

entire charge. The precautions to be 
observed are the same as when the 
shell is charged with powder, but ac- 
count must be taken of the greater 
distances to which the fragments may 
be thrown, which may reach a half 
mile. . . . 


"These facts show how dangerous 


may be a shell found on a battlefield. 
The engineers who go out to destroy 
them surround the shell, when it is 
of large caliber, with planks, wooden 
bulwarks and piles of earth, in order 
to limit the danger zone. There is 
need for complicated apparatus and 
for skilled men. It is hardly worth 
while, therefore, to risk one's life, and 
those of one's companions, by collect- 
ing unexploded shells." 


Concrete or Earthworks. 


The Engineering Record says that 


every new war offers great scope to 
the skill of the engineer. One prob- 
lem, for example,- that needs to be 
solved immediately is to find the ma- 
terial that will best resist modern high 
explosives. 
Concrete, the mainstay 


of modern fortifications, Is obviously 
almost useless—at least in its usual 
form. A few shells charged with high 
explosives knocked to pieces the tur- 
rets of permanent concrete forts, or 
if they did not hit them, toppled them 
over by completely shattering their 
concrete 
bases. 
Temporary earth- 


works, on the other hand, and one or 
two forts heavily banked with earth, 
resisted attack by such shells with 
measurable 'success. A shell pene- 
trates concrete, and then exploding, 
rends the whole mass, whereas on en- 
tering earth it merely blows out a big 
hole, which the faUing dirt partly fills. 
In our Civil war an active shoveling 
party could quickly repair any damage 
to an earthwork that even aeai y bom- 
bardment could do. The question now 
is whether concrete can be so re-en- 
forced as to stand the shock, or -wheth- 
er recourse should not be had £o some 
improved form of earthwork Certain- 
ly it is true that a few feet of loose 
flirt, or even of snow, would stop a 
oullet that would pierce a half-inch 
iron plate, and the same principle 
seems to hold good for heavy projec- 
tiles.

The 
new element belongs to the radio-ac- 
tive group, but it Is yet too early to 
assign it a position of relative im- 
portance or to judge of its possible 
scientific and commercial value.

nese concealed in canvas sacks, con- 
fessed that he has been engaged in a 
thriving, Chinese smuggling business 
for seven months and that for each 
subject brought into the United States 
from Canada he received $200.

to Hop Quick Co company of Portland 
Ching Chong Kee, a merchant of Van- 
couver, British Columbia, was the Ca 
nadian agent in the deal. 


Brock said he picked up the Chinese 


seven miles north of the international 
boundary line, walked them ten miles 
and-used his automobile from Elaine 
the remainder of the distance.

The unexploded shell is one of war’s 
cruelest dangers, since it may kill or 
maim the Innocent and unexpecting— 
perhaps years after the fighting is all 
over ana peace reigns in the land. 
Even wiien unexploded projectiles are 
Been and recognized as such, their re­ 
moval or destruction is attended with 
great danger. 
Mr. H. Vigneron tells 
how the French army in the field is 
accustomed to deal with this element. 
Ha writes: 


“All shells fired by artillery do not 
explode, perhaps because their fuses 
are not sensitive enough, or because 
the ground is too soft. It W’ould seem 
that from this special point of view 
tho prl&e must be awarded to the Ger­ 
mans for the largest number of non­ 
exploded shells. 
This is so true that 
soldiers on the march are afraid to 
run across these shells and that, 
where the Germans have passed, care 
must be taken lest the wagons strike 
au unexploded shell with too violent 
a shock. 
The danger persists after 
the war is over; and, unfortunately, 
for long years we shall have to de­ 
plore, from time to time, the death of 
imprudent persons who have tried to 
‘unscrew a fuse’ or carry away an 
unexploded shell. 


“In fact, every shell, even if its fuse 
is incapable of working and causing 
its explosion, is in a dangerous condi­ 
tion. 


By o<ie method of doing away with 
them tho charge of explosive intended 
to burst the shell is placed 011 the 
projectile, parallel to its axis. 
. 
. 


At the right and left piles of earth are 
made with the hands and joined over 
the top, pressing lightly on the part 
just over the charge to assure con­ 
tact with the shell. 
. 
. 
. The fuse 
is lighted and the soldier retires to a 
distance of about 1,500 feet, or a less 
distance behind the earthwork. 


“If the shell is buried the excava 
tion is cleaned out so as to disclose 
the butt of the projectile; and then, 
without touching the shell, a hole is 
made in the earth along its axis into 
w'hich the explosive charge is intro­ 
duced. . . . 


“When the shell to be dealt with 
is charged with an explosive, such as 
melinite or cresylite, one exploder is 
generally sufficient to dispose of the

“Safety-First“ Treatment of Burled 


Shell. 


ontire charge. The precautions to be 
observed are the same as when the 
shell is charged with powder, but ac­ 
count must be taken of the greater 
distances to which the fragments may 
be thrown, wiiich may reach a half 
mile. . . 
. 


“These facts show how dangerous 
may be a shell found on a battlefield. 
The engineers who go out to destroy 
them surround the shell, wiien it is 
of large caliber, with planks, wooden 
bulwarks and piles of earth, In order 
to limit the danger zone. 
There is 
need for complicated apparatus and 
for skilled men. 
It is hardly worth 
while, therefore, to risk one's life, and 
those of one’s companions, by collect­ 
ing unexploded shells.“ 


Concrete or Earthworks. 


The Engineering Record says that 
every new war offers great scope to 
the skill of the engineer. 
One prob­ 
lem, for example,* that needs to be 
solved immediately is to find the ma­ 
terial that will best resist modern high 
explosives. 
Concrete, the mainstay 
of modern fortifications, is obviously 
almost useless—at least in its usual 
form. A few shells charged with high 
explosives knocked to pieces the tur­ 
rets of permanent concrete forts, or 
if they did not hit them, toppled them 
over by completely shattering their 
concrete 
bases. 
Temporary 
earth­ 
works, on the other hand, and one or 
two forts heavily banked with earth, 
resisted attack by such shells with 
measurable ‘success. 
A 
shell pene­ 
trates concrete, and then exploding, 
rends the whole mass, whereas on en­ 
tering earth it merely blows out a big 
hole, which the falling dirt partly fills. 
In our Civil war an active shoveling 
party could quickly repair any damage 
to an earthwork that even heavy bom­ 
bardment could do. The question now 
is whether concrete can be so re-en- 
forced as to stand the shock, or wheth­ 
er recourse should not be had to some 
improved form of earthwork. Certain­ 
ly it is true that a few feet of loose 
dirt, or even of snow, would stop a 
millet that would pierce a half-inch 
iron plate, and the same 
principle 
seems to hold good for heavy pvojeo* 
tiles.

Neck Broken in Runaway. 
Samuel Shoemaker, aged abbout 62 


yean, was instantly killed in a runaway 
accident at Harney, Md., Tuesday after- 
noon about 3 o'clock, when thrown from a 
one-horse wagon. He sustained a broken 
neck. John Eyler, who was also in the 
vehicle and was thrown from it, received 
a painful injury to his left hip and hurt 
one of his shoulders. Three times within 
ten days, death visited the shoemaker fam- 
ily. Mr. Shoemaker's wife died just that 
long ago and a sister, Mrs. Henry Hilter- 
brick, died suddenly at Taney town, and 
her funeral and that of Samuel Shoemak- 
er were held on the same day. The break- 
ing of the bit, caused the horse which Mr. 
Eyler was driving, to run away. The two 
men were on their way to Mr. Shoemak- 
er's lot for a load of hay. Both men were 
thrown from the wagon. Mr. Shoemaker 
alighted squarely upon his head, and his 
neck was broken. Death was instantane- 
ous. He is survived by three sons, one of 


• -whom is Ezra Shoemaker, of Littlestown. 


Petitions for the offices of president and 


associate judges must be filed with the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth on or be- 
fore August 24th.

ough and township office petitions not less 
than 10, for inspectors of elections not less 
than 5. These petitions must be filed at 
the office of the connty commissioners on 
or before August 31st. 
Voters may sign 


the petitions of two candidates for county 
commissioner, poor director, and county 
auditor, as there are that many to be elect- 
ed in each instance. 


Henry Peter Fisher, colored, Hanover's 


oldest citizen, who had attained the age of 
106 years, as nearly as can be determined, 
died at his home on Tuesday night from 
infirmities. This venerable colored man 
was born in Mechanicsburg about the year 
1809, there being no record of his birth. 
His mother died when he was two months 
old, at which time he was taken to raise by 
his aunt, Mrs. Susan Roberts, who lived-in 
a one-story log house along the Littlestown 
road, where Pennville now stands. In his 
youth, he was employed by the Wirt fam- 
ily and remained in their employ until 
about 11 years ago, when old age made him 
retire. 'For some years he had been almost 
totally blind. He was the father of six 
children, three of whom are living. Mr. 
Fisher was a good, old man. 


BiglerviJb's new water reservoir has 


been completed and is now in active ser- 
vice, providing that town with excellent 
•water and an ample supply. The new con- 
tainer is built of cement re-inforced w ith 
iron and steel. The reservoir is 221 feet 
long and 171 feet wide while the depth at 
the breast is 16 feet. This provides a ca- 
pacity of 1,936,600 gallons. The average 
gravity flow is 86,000 gallons per day and 
the fall is sufficient to provide Biglerville 
with ample fire protection without the use 
of any steam or automob'le engine. The 
reservoir 13 owned and operated by the 
Biglprville Water Company. 


Discovery of a third wife of David Gal- 


lagher, arrested in York for having two, is 
claimed by the York police. Wife No. 1, 
living in Carlisle, charges him Avith bigamy 
for having last March wedded Lilly B. 
Wolf, a Cumberland county girl, with 
whom he was found living in York. Inves- 
tigation reveals, the police say, that three 
years ago he married a 15-year-old wife 
No. 2 in Boiling Springs, Cumberland 
county, and took her to Ohio, where she is 
now living. Gallagher was taken to the 
Cumberland county jail. 


John B. Adair, 66 years old, was fatally 


cut on the harvest field, near Lancaster, 
•where he was assisting his son, riding a 
horse hitched to a reaper. In rounding a 
corner, the pole struck one of the horses 
and caused a runaway. Adair jumped, fell 
beneath the guards of the reaper and was 
dragged |150| yards, all the time being 
hacked by the knives. The son caught 
and stopped the runaway horses, but 
death resulted shortly after the aged man 
was removed from the reaper. 


Poisoned by eating green apples, Xolan, 


the 7-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Nelson 
Olphin, of Red Lion, was found lying un- 
conscious in a field. When found, his face, 
hands and feet were blue and he afterward 
suffered from convulsions. A physician 
succeeded in reviving him. 


Injuries sustained more than a week ago 


when he fell thru a hayjhole in a barn, 
caused the death of Samuel H. Leibhart 
on Wednesdayjafternoon at Yorkana. Mr. 
Leibhart sustained a broken hip and other 
Injuries in the fall to the barn floor. He

Superintendent of School*. 


George M. Rice, for the last 5years vice 


principal at the Gettysburg Academy, was 
elected to the office of assistant county 
superintendent at a meeting of the officers 
of the County School Directors' association 
in the office of County Superintendent H. 
Milton Roth on Friday evening. He is 
elected for a period of three years and will 
enter upon his duties at once. The salary 
connected with the office is $1200 a year. 
The office of assistant superintendent was 
created by the State School Code of 1911, 
but until the recent legislature went into 
session, no appropriation was made to pro- 
vide for their salaries. The present body 
set aside $201,000 for the purpose and the 
election, of these officials is taking place in 
counties thruout the state. Adams coun- 
ty is among the first to elect. 


Prof. Rice is a son of C. S. Rice, of Ar- 


endtsville. He is a graduate of the county 
schools, having completed his course in 
1900, but took special work the following 
year. He led his class in the county 
schools with an average of 97%> and he is 
thoroly competent to discharge the duties 
of the office, coming from a family of 
school teachers. In 1900, he entered th 
Preparatory department of Gettysbur 
college and completed his collegiate course 
in 1908. Subsequent to his graduation h 
held the position of assistant principal i 
the schools of North East, Penna., and i 
the fall of 1910 accepted the vice-princi 
palship at Gettysburg Academy. 


The new official's duties will be to assis

tions of schools and in the general routin 
of the superintendent's office. He wi 
have an office in the court house, for th 
present with the county superintendent.

In the midst of a heavy thunder storm

At the Shank home, a shutter was 
knocked off; a window sash was pushed 
into a room and frame and glass were 
smashed to bits and scattered about the 
room; the plastering was also torn down. 
The bolt ran under the garret floor and 
tore that up. It then descended a spout 
along the post of a porch, tearing off the 
the boards. 


Mrs. Shank was also severely stunned 


by the bolt which struck her home. At 
the lime she was seated in the room about 
which the lightning played. Her hearing 
was slightly affected but she is expected to 
recover it. A large tree opposite the res- 
idence of Jefferson Mclntire and near the 
Reformed church was blown over.

to have been in the form of a ball of fire.

to us through tiny animals attacking 
us through the skin. 
Hookworm is 


found in the state and countries 
around 35 degrees north and south of 
the equator, and is supposed to have 
been brought to this country by Afri- 
can slaves, as the American species is 
identical with the African.' 


The hookworm of the South bores 


its way through the skin, and bores 
until it breaks into some tiny blood 
vessel. Taken up in the circulation; it 
is carried through the system, and, in 
time, reaches the intestines, where it 
anchors itself by its hooks, and there 
lays its eggs.

This is 
the theory upon which the prosecutor 
will attempt to clear up the mystery 
surrounding the murder of the boy, 
seventeen years old; the burning of 
an elegant home and possibly the mur­ 
der of Mrs. Post within the last IS 
months. 


George Post is forty 
years 
old. 
Twenty years ago he was a poor boy 
in a central Kansas county. 
He wfas 
only reasonably successful in farming. 
Bad luck came to him in streaks. He 
accumulated some property, and some 
years ago, during one of his good luck 
periods, Post built a fine home for his 
wife and only son. 


In Janury, 1914, Mrs. Post was 
killed. 
She was sitting at the break­ 
fast table when a charge of shot 
struck her head. 
Post explained that 
while his wife was finishing her meal 
he was cleaning a shotgun. He "didn’t 
know it was loaded” and the gun was 
discharged. 


No Action Is Taken. 


While there were rumors and gos­ 
sip, no action was taken. A few MTeeks 
later it developed that there was suf­ 
ficient insurance on the life of Mrs.

In* fact, there are two great classes 
of infectious diseases—those given 
directly by man and those given by 
insects. 


Going barefooted means that the 
feet will have bruises and scratches 
and cuts, and when we know, a3 we 
do now, that most, if not all, our bac­ 
teria, disease germs and parasites live 
in the ground, the inference is easily 
to be drawn. 


The soil of cities swarms with germs 
of all kinds, and lockjaw (tetanus), 
tuberculosis, cholera, bubonic plague, 
hookworm and yellow fever all come 
to us through tiny animals attacking 
us through the skin. 
Hookworm is 
found 
in the state and countries 
around 35 degrees north and south of 
the equator, and is supposed to have 
been brought to this country by Afri­ 
can slaves, as the American species 1b 
identical with the African. 


The hookworm of the South bores 
its way through the skin, and bores 
until it breaks into some tiny blood 
vessel. Taken up in the circulation, it 
is carried through the system, and, in 
time, reaches the intestines, where it 
anchors itself by its hooks, and there 
lays its eggs. 


The risk of going barefoot extends 
to all parts of the world. In barnyards 
and fields is the germ of lockjaw.

OVERJY U. S. 


Navy Department Takes Charge 


of Sayville Station. 


UNDER MR. WILSON'S ORDER 


Messages to Germany Will No Longer 


Evade the Strict American Censor- 
ship. 


The government took over the Say- 


ville wireless station on Long Island, 
the only remaining privately operated 
direct means of communication be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many. 


Secretary Danigls announced fchat 


Captain 
Billiard, in charge of the 


naval radio, had gone to take over the 
station and would continue its oper- 
atiffn with naval forces. Captain Bui- 
lard reported to the secretary that he 


8! 


had assumed control of the plant. Sec- 
retary Daniels issued this statement: 


"It is understood that the Sayville 


radio station had made application tto 
the secretary of commerce for a li- 
cense. The secretary of commerce de- 
clined to grant the license, and so in- 
formed tue secretary of the navy, 
who, after a conference, directed Cap- 
tain Bullard, as the expert of the de- 
partment, to take over and operate 
the station. 


"Lieutenant George R. Clark will 


be in control of the station. Captain 
Bullard will confer with the owners 
of the station in all that relates to 
the details of the operation of the 
station. Virtually the same rules and 
regulations as are now applicable to 
Tuckerton will be put in operation at 
Sayville." 


There will be no change, so far as 


the public is concerned. Messages will 
be accepted as heretofore. The only 
difference will be that naval operators 
instead of commercial employes will 
man the keys. The charges collected 
by the navy will be paid to the own- 
ing company. 


Secretary of Commerce Redfleld in 


a ttetter to Secretary Lansing recom- 
mended that the United States take 
over the Sayville station, said that in- 
vestigation had shown that the new 
sending station, for which license was 
asked, had all been erected since the 
beginning of the war with apparatus 
made in Germany, that the company 
was entirely German owned, working 
with stations in Germany under gov- 
ernment control, and that Professor 
J. Zenneck, a captain of marines- of 
the German navy and wireless expert, 
had 
been assigned by the German 


government to conduct experiments 
there. 


To grant a license to such a sta- 


tion, Secretary Redfield said, the de- 
partment had concluded, would b.e an 
unneutral act. 


This action, which was'taken under 


an executive order issued by Presi- 
dent Wilson, giving, the navy author- 
ity to take over "one or more" sta- 
tions, was deemed necessary because 
of alleged violations of neutrality by 
the company's operators. 


It_ has been charged that when the 


navy censors left the wireless room 
for a minute or two, unneutral mes- 
sages had been sent, and that only 
by a difficult and trying supervision 
could 
neutrality 
be 
strictly 
pre- 


served.

Oldest Store Building Razed. 
With the razing of the brick building m 


the corner of Hanover street arid Center 
Square, last week, passed away the oldest 
store building in New Oxford. This build- 
ing was erected in 1800 by Wm. Sturgeon. 
At that time, there were about 25 houses 
here—the majority, crude structures. \ fe? 
were but !}•£ story high. The building i fi 
razed last week to make room for an up- 
todate structure to be erected by Postmas- 
ter Theo. E. Warner, who purchased the 
property, some years ago. from the Joseph 
Herman estate, was first occupied by Wm. 
Sturgeon, who conducted a hard ware store j 
for many years. He was succeeded by 
George Everhart, who opened a general 
store. This type of store was conducted 
in the building under the management of 
Jacob Wertz, Abraham Sheely and J. C. 
Zouck. 


In 1868, Schnell- & Frey, the former now 


retired, conducted a hardware store for 
some years. In 1874, J. E. C. Miller, who 
at present has a large hardware store in 
New Oxford, occupied the building. Mr. 
Miller vacated in favor of Gilbert & San- 
ders, followed by Gilbert & Himes. J. McC. 
Gilbert is still engaged in the hardware 
business, here, of the firm of Gilbert & Son. 
Jas. W. Barnitz. cashier in the Farmers & 
Merchants Bank next occupied the corner 
room as a drug store and postoffice. He 
was succeeded in turn by the following 
who conducted drug stores: Jas. W. Dicks, 
Randolph Wehler, Dr. Hamilton and Ed. 
T. Auker. Mr. Auker has the drug store 
located at present in temporary quarters 
adjoinining the razed building. In anoth- 
er room of the building, for some years, 
Joseph Herman and E. G. Cook conducted 
a grooery and liquor store. Later, V. S. 
Robinson's shoe store occupied this room; 
followed by the musical instrument store 
of O. A. Smith 
Part of the building was 


also used as a dwelling. Recently, a store 
room was constructed in the Center Square 
side of the building which has been occu- 
pied by Chas. G. Miller's shoe store, fol- 
lowed by J. F. Rickrode's grocery store. 
Mr. Rickrode has his grocery also located 
in temporary quarters adjoining the razed 
building. 


The building to be'erected by Mr. War- 


ner will be two stories of buff brick with 
store trimmings, and of fire proof construc- 
tion. It will contain two rooms on the 
first floor, one for the postofnce and the 
other for a drug store. The second floor 
will be divided into two apartments for 
residences. When completed, this build- 
ing will greatly improve the appearance of 
New Oxford's already beautiful square.

A Broader Sphere for Religion—New 
Field for the Rural Church. 


Product« of Plow and Farmer Who 
Lives at

The recent action of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission In granting an 
increase in freight rates in the eastern 
classification of territory; the applicar 
tion of the roads to state and inter­ 
state commissions for an increase in 
rates, and the utterances of President 
Wilson on the subject bring the farm­ 
ers of this nationface to face with the 
problem of an increase in freight 
rates. It is the policy of the Farmers’ 
Union to meet the issues affecting the 
welfare of the farmers squarely and 
we will do so in this instance. 


The transportation facilities of the 
United States are inadequate to ef­ 
fectively meet the demands of com­ 
merce and particularly in the South 
and West additional railway mileage 
is needed to accommodate the move­ 
ment of farm products. If In the wis* 
dom of our Railroad Commissions an 
increase In freight rates is necessary 
to bring about an improvement in our 
transportation service, and an exten­ 
sion of our mileage* then an increase 
should be granted, and the farmer i3 
willing to share such proportion of 
the increase as justly belongs to him, 
but we have some suggestions to make 
as to the manner in which this in­ 
crease shall be levied. 


Rates Follow Lines of Least Resist­ 
ance. 


The freight rates of the nation have 
been built up along lines of least re­ 
sistance. 
The merchant, the manu­ 
facturer, the miner, the miller, the 
lumberman and the cattleman have 
had their traffic bureaus thoroughly 
organized and in many instances they 
have pursued the railroad without 
mercy and with the power of organ­ 
ized tonnage they have hammered the 
life out of the rates and with unre­ 
strained greed they have eaten the 
vitals out of our transportation system 
and since we have had railroad com­ 
missions, these interests, with skill 
and cunning, are represented at every 
hearing in which .their business is 
involved. 


The farmer is seldom represented 
at rate hearings, as his organizations 
have never had the finances to em­ 
ploy counsel to develop his side of 
the case and, as a result, the products 
of the plow bear an unequal burden 
of the freight expense. 
A glance at 
the freight tariffs abundantly proves 
this assertion. 
Cotton, the leading 
agricultural product of the South, al­ 
ready bears the highest freight rate of 
any necessary commodity in com­ 
merce, and the rate on agricultural 
products as a whole is out of pro­ 
portion with that of the products of 
the factory and the mine.

as 
through the 
avenue of social functions. 


The country town and the rural 
community need a social center. The 
church need offer no apology for its 
ambition to fill this need in the com- 
munity, if an 
understanding of its 
mission brings this purpose into clear 
consciousness. 
The structure of a 
rural community is exceedingly com­ 
plex; it contains a-any social groups, 
each of which has its own center, but 
there are many localities which have 
but one church and although such 
a church cannot command the inter­ 
est of all the people, it is relieved 
from the embarrassment of religiously 
divided communities.

The average country boy and girl 
have very little opportunity for real 
enjoyment, and have, as a rule, a 
vague conception of the meaning of 
pleasure and recreation.

hope the commission will be able to 
give the railroad such an increase in 
rates as is necessary without levying 
a further toll upon the products of 
the plow. The instance seems to pre­ 
sent an opportunity to the Railroad 
Commissions to equalize the rates as 
between agricultural and other classes 
of freight without disturbing the rates 
on staple farm products. 


What Is a Fair RateT 


We do not know what constitutes a 
basis for rate making and have nevei 
heard of anyone who did claim to 
know much about it, but if *he pros­ 
perity of the farm is a factor to be 
considered and the wiilroad commis­ 
sion concludes that an increase in 
rates is necessary, we would prefer 
that it come to us through Articles of 
consumption on their journey from 
the factory to the farm. 
We would, 
for example, prefer that the rate on 
hogs remain as at present and the 
rate on meat bear th’e increase, for 
any farmer can then av?*d the burden 
raising his own meat, and a farm­ 
er who will not try to raise his own 
meat 
ought 
to be 
penalized. 
We 
think the rate on coal and brick can 
much better bear an increase than 
the rate on cotton 
and Hour. 
We 
would prefer that the rate on plows 
remain 
the 
same, and 
machinery, 
pianos and such articles 
the poor­ 
er farmer cannot hope to pessess bear 
the burden of increase. 


The increase in rates shovld be so 
arranged that the farmer who lives 
at home will bear no part of the bur 
den, but let the farmer who boards 
In other states and 
countries 
and 
who feeds his stock in foreigp lands, 
pay the price of his folly.

Play is the chief 
educational agency in rural commun­ 
ities and in the play-day of human 
childhood social sympathy and social 
habits are evolved. 
As individuals 
come together in social gatherings, 
their viewpoint is broadened, their 
ideals are lifted and finally they con­ 
stitute a cultured and refined society, 


It 
is 
plain, 
therefore, 
that the 
church which aims at a perfected so­ 
ciety must use in a refined and ex­ 
alted way the essential factors in 
social evolution and must avail itself 
of the universal instinct for 
play. 
If the church surrounds itself with 
social functions which appeal to the 
young among its membership, it will 
fill a large part of the lamentable 
gap in rural pleasures and will reap 
the richest reward by promoting a 
higher and better type of manhood 
and womanhood.

Over 15,000 head of cattle and more 


than 13,000 head of swine had to be killed 
during the outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease which has just about ended in 
Pennsylvania. By the time the Federal 
and State governments pay the hills for 
cattle and property taken, the cost will 
run over $1,350,000, it is estimated. The 
disease, which began in 1914, prevailed on 
788 farms in 34 counties. Lancaster was 
the worst sufferer and Berks was next. In 
Adams county, there were 12 infected 
farms, and 311 cattle, 3 sheep and 238 
swine were destroyed.

“It is understood that the Sayvillo 
radio station had made application tto 
the secretary of commerce lor a 11 
cense.

tain Bullard, as the expert of the de­ 
partment, to take over and operate 
the station. 


“Lieutenant George R. Clark will 
be in control of the station. Captain 
Bullard will confer with the owners 
of the station in all that relates to 
the details of the operation of the 
station. Virtually the same rules and 
regulations as are now applicable to 
Tuckerton will be put in operation at 
SayvilHe.” 


There will be no change, so far as 
the public is concerned. Messages will 
be accepted as heretofore. The only 
difference will be that naval operators 
instead of commercial employes will 
man the keys. 
The charges collected 
by the navy will be paid to the own* 
ing company. 


Secretary of Commerce Redfleld in 
a (letter to Secretary Lansing recom­ 
mended that the United States take 
over the Sayville station, said that in 
vestigation had shown that the new 
sending station, for which license was 
asked, had all been erected since the 
beginning of the war with apparatus 
made in Germany, that the company 
was entirely German owned, working 
with stations in Germany under gov­ 
ernment control, and that Professor 
J. Zenneck, a captain of marines* of 
the German navy and wireless expert, 
had 
been 
assigned by the German 
government to conduct experiments 
there. 


To grant a license to such a sta* 
tion, Secretary Redfield said, the de­ 
partment had concluded, would b.e an 
unneutral act. 


This action, which was taken under 
an executive order issued by Presi* 
dent Wilson, giving, the navy author­ 
ity to take over "one or more” sta­ 
tions, was deemed necessary becauso 
of alleged violations of neutrality by 
the company’s operators. 


It has been charged that when tho 
navy censors left the wireless room 
for a minute or two, unneutral mes­ 
sages had been sent, and tlmt* only

SUNDAY NIGHT DISHES. 


The Sunday night lunch or supper 


is a simple meal, as it is preceded by 


the late and heavy Sun- 
day dinner. If one wishes 
something hot in th« 
form of bread, a Sally 
Lunn is a most desirable 
one and not hard to pre- 
pare. 


Sally Lunn.—Beat two 


eggs until light, without 
separating the whites 
from the yolks, stir into 


a half cupful of warm milk, three ta- 
blespoonfuls of melted butter, and a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of soda dis- 
solved in a tablespoonful of boOing 
water, into this beat two cupf'ils of 
flour, a teaspoonful of sug?-- and a 
half teaspoonful of salt. Dissolve half 
a yeast cake in a half cupful of water 
and stir into the batter. Beat hard 
until the batter is smooth, then turn 
into a greased mold to rise. 
If pre- 


pared at noon it will be light and ready 
to bake in time for supper. Bake for 
half au hour or until well browned. 
Serve hot. 


Macaroon Custard.—Soak two table- 


spoonfuls of gelatin in half a cupful 
of uater for half an hour 
Make a 


light custard of a pint of milk, two 
eggs, the whites and >olks beaten sep- 
arately, and 
two tablespoonfuls of 


sugar. When cooked take it from the 
fire and stir in the gelatin. 
As soon 


as it is dissolved and well mixed, set 
the custard aside to thicken, flavoring 
with vanilla. 
When firm, take the 


custard from the dish by spoonfuls, 
roll each in powdered macaroons and 
serve heaped on a dish. 
The mac- 


aroons should be dry enough to crum- 
ble without sticking together. 


Savory 
Rice.—Fry until crisp a 


quarter of a pound of salt pork, put 
into the pan with a medium sized 
onion, chopped fine and brown. Add 
this to three cupfuls of boiled rice, 
two gieen peppers, chopped, and^a 
cupful of tomato sauce. 
Season all 


to taste, turn into a buttered baking 
dish, cover with buttered crumbs and 
brown. Thig dish may be all prepared 
for the baking on Saturday. 


Segue Liver.—Cut calf's liver in 


inch cubes, sprinkle ,with salt and pep- 
per and cover with slices of lemon and 
parsley eprigs. Let stand a half hour, 
Fry in deep fat for one minute 


SEASONABLE GOOD THINGS. 


Make a rich biscuit dough, cut it 


into pieces of even size and roll each 


piece out thin. 
Spread 


w i t h 
t h i n l y 
sliced 


peaches, sprinkle well 
with sugar, add several 
small bits of butter to 
each portion and roll up 
and pinch the ends to- 
gether 
Place in a deep 


pan, add a cupful of sug- 


ar and a half-cupful of butter to each 
four rolls, pour in hot water to just 
cover the bottom of the pan and bake 
in a hot oven for half an hour. Add 
more water if needed. 


Cherry Dumplings. — Remove the 


fiber from a half-cupful of suet, and 
chop fine. Mix with it two cupfuls of 
flour, salt and cold water to make a 
dough mixture. Roll out about an 
inch thick and cover the surface well 
with pitted cherries. Dust with sugar. 
roll and tie in a cloth, place in boiling 
water and cook two hours. Serve with 
a hard sauce. 


Strawberry Toast. — Have ready 


some slices of buttered toast. Mix 
well two tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
and a cup of sugar. Put the mixture 
slowly into a cupful of boiling water, 
stirring constantly^ Cook in a double 
boiler until thick and clear, boil down 
to one cupful, add a quarter of a cup- 
ful of orange juice and remove from 
the fire. Stir in gently a cupful of 
ripe berries. Pour over the toast and 
serve immediately. 


Strawberry Pudding.—Rub into two 


cupfuls of flour two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, add one cupful of sweet milk, 
one egg, a half-cupful of sugar, two 
teaspoonfals of baking powder, a half- 
teaspoonful of soda, and the last thing 
fold in a cupful of berries. Steam in 
cups for a half-hour. 
Serve with 


whipped cream or a sauce made of 
two cupfuls of powdered sugar, two 
cupfuls of mashed berries, an egg 
white and a half-cupful of butter 
creamed with the sugar. 


Pineapple grated and sweetened 


with a sugar sirup served on angel 
food, makes a most acceptable and 
dainty dessert on a hot day.

Lighting Turin. 


The city of Turin is occupied with 
the task of reorganizing the public 
lighting on a modern basis, and not 
less than $400,000 will be employed 
for this purpose, the work to be car­ 
ried out from 1914 to 1916. According 
to the plans, arc lamps will be use! 
in all the main streets and avenues, 
also the public squares, while smaller 
streets are to be lighted by incandes­ 
cent lamps. 
Flaming arcs in closed 
globes wfili be used. About 3,000 lamps 
of 2,000 candle power each will be 
installed. In some places incandescent 
lamps are used, some being of the 
5,000 candle power type, and the rest 
of 100 or 200 candle power. These are 
much better than the present gas 
lamps, which give only 50 candle pow­ 
er,

SUNDAY NIGHT DISHES. 


The Sunday night lunch or supper 
is a simple meal, as it is preceded by 


the late and heavy Sun­ 
day dinner. If one wishes 
something hot 
in 
tho 
form of bread, a Sally 
Lunn Is a most desirable 
one and not hard to pre­ 
pare. 


Sally Lunn.—Beat two 
eggs until light, without 
separating 
the 
whites 
from the yolks, stir into 
a half cupful of warm milk, three ta­ 
blespoonfuls of melted butter, and a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of soda dis­ 
solved in a tablespoonful of boiling 
water. 
Into this beat two cupfuls of 
Hour, a teaspoonful of sug?^ and a 
half teaspoonful of salt. Dissolve half 
a yeast cake in a half cupful of water 
and stir into tho batter. 
Beat hard 
until the batter is smooth, then turn 
into a greased mold to rise. 
If pre­ 
pared at uoon it will bo light and ready 
to bake in time for supper. 
Bake for 
half an hour or until well browned. 
Servo hot. 


Macaroon Custard.—Soak two tablo* 
spoonfuls of gelatin in half a cupful 
of water for half an hour. Make a 
light custard of a pint of milk, t^«> 
eggs, the whites and yolks beaten sep 
arately, and 
two tablespoonfuls <>f 
sugar. 
When cooked take it from thu 
fire and stir in the gelatin. 
As soon 
as it is dissolved and well mixed, snt 
the custard aside to thicken, flavoring 
with vanilla. 
When firm, take the 
custard from the dish by spoonfuls, 
roll each in powdered macaroons and 
serve heaped on a dish. 
The mar 
aroons should be dry enough to crurn 
ble without sticking together. 


Savory 
Rice.—Fry 
until 
crisp 
a 
quarter of a pound of salt pork, put 
into the pan with a medium sized 
onion, chopped fine and brown. Add 
this to three cupfuls of boiled rice, 
two green peppers, chopped, a n d ea 
cupful of tomato sauce. 
Season all 
to taste, turn into a buttered baking 
dish, cover with buttered crumbs and 
brown. This dish may be all prepared 
for the baking on Saturday. 


Begue 
Liver.—Cut calf’s liver in 
inch cubes, sprinkle ,with salt and pep 
per and cover with slices of lemon and 
parsley sprigs. Let stand a half hour 
Fry in deep fat for one minute. 


SEASONABLE GOOD THINGS. 


Make a rich biscuit dough, cut it 
into pieces of even size and roll each 


piece out thin. 
Spread 
w i t h 
t h i n l y 
sliced 
peaches, 
sprinkle 
well 
with sugar, add several 
small bits of butter to 
each portion and roll up 
and pinch the ends to­ 
gether. 
Place in a deep 
pan, add a cupful of sug­ 
ar and a half-cupful of butter to each 
four rolls, pour in hot water to just 
cover the bottom of the pan and bake 
in a hot oven for half an hour. 
Add 
more water if needed.

Cherry 
Dumplings. — Remove the 
fiber from a half-cupful of suet, and 
chop fine. Mix with it two cupfuls of 
flour, salt and cold water to make a 
dough mixture. 
Roll out about an 
inch thick and cover the surface wrell 
with pitted cherries. Dust with sugar, 
roll and tie in a cloth, place In boiling 
water and cook two hours. Serve with 
a hard sauce. 


Strawberry 
Toast. — Have 
ready 
some slices of buttered toast. 
Mix 
well two tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
and a cup of sugar. 
Put the mixture 
slowly into a cupful of boiling water, 
stirring constantly^ Cook in a double 
boiler until thick and clear, boil down 
to one cupful, add a quarter of a cui>- 
ful of orange juice and remove from 
the fire. 
Stir in gently a cupful of 
ripe berries, 
Pour oyer the toast and 
serve immediately. 


Strawberry Pudding.—Rub into two 
cupfuls of flour two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, add one cupful of sweet milk, 
one egg, a half-cupful of sugar, two 
teaspoonfuls of bakiug powder, a half- 
teaspoonful of soda, aud the last thing 
fold in a cupful of berries. 
Steam in 
cups 
for a half-hour. 
Serve with 
whipped cream or a sauce made of 
two cupfuls of powdered sugar, two 
cupfuls of mashed berries, an egg 
white and a half-cupful of butter 
creamed with the sugar.
